You  probably  know  what  kind 
of  a  people  we  have  around  us. 
Tliey  are  Malabars  originally  from  j 
the  neighboring  continent  where 
the  Diinish  mission  was  so  long 
ago  established.  'rheir  religion, 
or  superstition,  is  the  Braminical, 
or,  more  properly,  the  pouravic  Or 
puranic  system,  so  called,  from 
their  adherence  to  the  pouraiiuas, 
a  kind  of  books  of  later  origin  than 
the  Shaster*  and  Vedas,  ami  in- 
dec'.!  in  many  respects  a  departure 
from  the  purer  doctrines  of  those 
ancient  heathen  writings.  These  ^ 
pourannas  are  histones  of  the  in¬ 
ferior  gods,  containing  accounts  of 
the  exploits,  wars,  virtues,  vices, 
&c.  of  these  fabled  divinities,  and 
interspersed  with  many  good  and 
moral  remarks  of  the  writers,  as 
well  as  much  of  an  immoral  ten¬ 
dency.  ^  The  present  prevailing 
systems  of  idolatry,  which  prevail 
throughout  almost  the  whole  of 
('astern  Asia,  and  embrace  one 
half  the  U’hole  human  family  (vir. 
the  Pitravic,  and  the  Bondhist 
systems)  are  both  evidently  of 
great  antiquity,  and  yet  are  both 
a  corruption  of  a  purer  religion, 
■which  once  prevailed,  and  did  not 
countenance  uhdatry.  These  sys¬ 
tems  are,  therefore,  rohdemned  by 
many  of  the  wiser  among  the  Hin¬ 
doos  themselves,  an<l  idolatry  iS 
considered  as  indefensible  by  the 
Vedas  and  Shasters. 

Leaving  all  this,  however,  I  will 
only  tell  you  what  heathenism  is 
in  practice,  and  as  wo  find  it  in 
Ceylon.  All  the  interior  and 
southern  parts  of  the  Island,  ev¬ 


il 
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copt  in  some  places  on  the  lo^Ji 
where  a  nominal  Christianity  pre- 
vails,  are  inhabited  by  Rooiihists 
They  are  the  proper  Ceylonese,  (\\ 
as  they  are  called  Cingalese]  and 
probably  the  ancient  possessors  ot 
tlie  Island.  They  are  all  idola 
ters,  having  many  temples  in  whicl» 
are  gigantic  images  of  Bnodha,  2o 
or  30  cubits  high.  These  they 
worship,  tho  they  do  not  seem  to  |ilj 
consiiler  Boodlia  as  (iod  in  the  *1* 
common  use  of  that  word,  as  he 
has  no  concern  in  the  goserninent 
of  the  World,  but  is  in  a  state  ot 
eternal  repose. 

'I’he  Malabars,  among  whotnne 
are,  occupy  all  the  north  part  o( 
the  Island  from  Negombo  near 
Colombo  (in  which  also  are  niar.v 
Malabars)  oh  the  west  and  fiuiii 
Buticalue,  south  of  Trincomalie, 
on  the  east  to  the  extremity  of 
Jaffna  on  the  nortii.  The  district 
of  Jaffna  is,  however,  the  most 
populous  of  any  part  of  this  tract 
of  country,  and  is  not,  as  has  been 
often  said,  nominally  Christian. 
With  the  exception  of  some  scat¬ 
tering  Roman  Catholics,  who  can 
scarcely  amount  to  more  than  10 
or  12  thousanri,  an«l  a  number  of 
Mahometans,  of  .Mmwisli  extrac¬ 
tion,  who  arc  principally  near  Jaff- 
naputam  ;  and  w  ith  the  further  ex¬ 
ception  of  2  or  3  hundred  noininoi 
prote.stauts,  the  whole  native  ymp- 
ulation  of  this disfrief  is  Heathen; 
and  that  not  in  a  inoylified  sense. 

I  think  there  are  few  parts  of  the 
world  where  the  great  Adversary 
has  stronger  hold  on  the  alfertiun 
of  his  subjects,  than  he  has  here 
The  Malabars  arc  naturally  a  man 
ly  people,  much  superior  to  the 
Cingalese,  and  not  inferior  porhap? 
to  any  of  the  tribes  of  India.  Tliey 
have  been  oppressed  by  Chris¬ 
tians  nearly  2(»0  years — have  been 
forced  to  put  off  at  times  the  forms 
of  heatlu'tiii^rn,  and  to  take  *hr 
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jf-nhlance  of  Christianity ;  yot 
ti)f>  have  never  radically  chaiij;- 
(d  tlieir  reliffion  ;  or,  to  any  gioat 
eiteiit  tlieir  customs.  Some  b  .r- 
rirrs  have  been  broken  dovv’n,  such 
js  the  piactice  of  burning  widows, 
iml  of  pot  vgamy  ;  and  some  have 
i)een  weakened,  such  as  the  rights 
ofCaste;  but,  in  all  esst'Vtial  re- 
jjiects,  the  peojile  are  tlte  same 
jrovelling  idolaters  they  ever  Weie. 
V-.  soon  as  the  British  government 
gaie  them  liberty  to  worship  their 
idols,  the  temples  were  rapidly  re¬ 
built,  and  those  who  had  assumed 
the  p'ofessiun  of  Christianity,  to 
phase  tlieir  former  noisters,  almost 
«ith  one  consent  tlirew  it  oft’. 
Tho  it  is,  therefore,  true  tliul  we 
have,  on  account  of  the  long  ac¬ 
quaintance  of  the  people  here  with 
Christians,  some  facilities  of  ac¬ 
cess  to  them  which  are  not  always 
found,  we  find  for  the  same  reason 
many  obstacles  in  our  way  which 
are  never  met  in  fields  altogether 
untrodden. 

The  Malabars  of  Ceylon  are  of 
the  sect  of  Sivan,  w  ho  Is  generally 
considered  as  the  Great  God  ;  tho 
the  better  informed  speak  of  their 
superior  deities  w  ho  are  Spirits  ; 
and  have  never  assumeil  any  form. 
There  is,  however,  much  confusion 
and  obscurity  among  them  on  this 
subject,  and  as  a  general  fact  the 
people  consider  iS’jvfln  as  God  in 
tlie  highest  sense.  He  is  repre¬ 
sented  under  various  tonus  ;  and 
has  a  thousand  names !  Then*  is 
a  very  large  and  elegant  temple  to 
him  in  Jafinapatam,  and  there  are 
many  temples  to  K'ati,  as  well  as 
to  his  other  consort  Pai  rati,  in  ev¬ 
ery  part  of  the  district.  The 
oflier  principal  temples  arc  to  the 
two  sons  of  Sivan,  Foollear  and 
Condan  (or  Skaiula)  the  former 
being  more  universally  reverenced 
(being  constantly  invoked  as  the 
g«l  of  wisdom  or  prudence  on  ev¬ 


ery  undertaking)  ami  the  latter 
having  l.irge.  temples  and  more 
imposing  processions.  Tlie  ima¬ 
ges  of  the  first  are  of  gold,  silver 
or  brass,  with  an  elephant's  head 
iiuiteil  to  the  body  of  a  man,  and 
tlio^e  of  the  second  are  usually  a 
shajiele>js  piece  of  gold  set  in  a 
kind  of  chair  of  stateaud  suriound- 
ed  by  a  great  variety  of  ornaments- 
Wiien  brought  out  on  the  least 
days,  lie  is  usuallv  attended  by  his 
two  wives,  and  is  carrieil  upon  the 
shoulders  of  men  or  drawn  in  a 
cai  such  as  Juggernaut  appears  on. 
The  processions  at  his  temples  last 
lb  days  each  year,  ami  the  people 
attend  night  and  day  in  vast 
crowds.  There  are  smaller  tern- 

riles  to  inferior  divinities,  especial- 
y  evil  spirits  of  the  female  sex, 
one  of  whom,  JIaria  Umarl,  is 
much  worshipped  as  the  supposed 
author  of  the  Cholera  ..^lorlrus. 
The  people  frcr|uently  resort  to 
the  dittererit  temples  with  olVerings 
of  rice,  fruits,  flowers,  Slc.  and 
flock  ill  great  numbers  during  the 
days  appointed  for  leaduig  the 
Puranas. 

'I'his  isa  very  brief  sketch  of  the 
present  stale  of  lleatheiii^in  in 
Ceylon,  and  Iho  many  are  ai-)iain 
ed  to  profess  themselves  such,  the 
people  are  almost  without  excep¬ 
tion  idolaters.  But  the  spirit  of 
God  can  change  their  vile  aft'ec- 
tioiis,  and  notwithstanding  what 
I  have  said  concerning  their  ob¬ 
stinate  superstition,  I  believe,  at^ 
things  considered,  there  is  scarcely 
a  miasion  to  be  found  more  prom¬ 
ising  than  tills  mission  to  ('ey Ion. 
1  say  this  because  we  learii  with 
much  pain  that  our  friends  at  home 
seem  almost  iliscouraged  concern 
ing  the  fitiai  event  of  the  mis-iop 
T  hey  iritl  "reap  in  due  time  if 
tliey  faint  not.”
